There was a slippery and tough track at Har- 
lem yesterday. The entries closed before the 
rain began Tuesday and scratches were numer- 
ous. In the sixth event Hurly Burly and Incon- 
stancy were scratched. It was therefore de- 
•clared off. Only three 2-year-olds went to the 
post for the Graduate Stakes. There were but 
four starters in each of the last two races. 

Josephine B and Vie Laraont had a hard 
struggle in the first race. Patient riding and a 
well-timed finish landed Josephine B a winner. 
She was post favorite. 

Lucy Belle took the second race in a drive 
from Gnome. The latter made all the running 
and was just beaten. Fonclif, the odds-on 
favorite, was only a fair third. 

The third race was handily won by Locust 
Blossom. She went to the front directly after 
the start and had the speed of the party to the 
end. The talent figured that Ollie Dixon could 
not lose and played accordingly. Borden and 
r. Easton both ran fair races, 
ing Barleycorn ran away with the Graduate 
Stakes. Gold Fox got tired chasing him and at 
the end was nipped on the post by W. Overton. 

Albert S made a show of his company in the 
mile and a sixteenth event. On the upper turn 
Joe Clark made a move for the lead. He was 
quickly shaken off. The remainder of the 
journey the winner was playfully ridden. 

The last race was won in a mephistophelean 
way in the final fifty yards by The Devil. There 
was a strong play on Lord Fairfax. It was based 
upon the idea that The Devil was not good in 
the going. The notion was wrong.

^observation. 

^■Harlem program books for next week were 

i^uod yesterday by Secretary Nathanson. The 
Senior Stakes, 11-8 miles, for 3-year-olds, will 
be run Saturday, June 18. Several American 
Derby candidates are among the probable 
starters. 

The program showed that in the first race 
Babe Robertson’s weight was 91 pounds. It 
should have been 94. The error was discovered 
after betting had begun. Bets were declared 
off and new books made. 

The storm of Tuesday afternoon began 
violently ia the vicinity of the Hawthorne 
track. A section of the fence near the grand- 



stand was blown down and lightning struck the 
west end of the grandstand and Ed Brown’s 
stable, at the south-east corner of the grounds. 
No serious damage was done. Some boards in- 
closing the stand were broken or torn from 
their fastenings. A hole about three inches in 
diameter was bored in the roof of Brown’s 
stable and the bolt passed down the side of a 
stall into the ground. “Brown Dick” said: 
“Everything that was in the way got out of the 
way. The boys were all badly frightened but 
the colt who stood in the stall didn’t seem to 
have been disturbed. If we had had hay over 
the stall we should probably have had a fire. 
I don’t see how we escaped one as it was.” The 
colt whose stall was hit is Silvertone, by Fal- 
setto— Silverthread. Pat Dunne said in com- 
ment : “I’ll never buy a ticket on that fellow. 
If he was a good horse he would have been 
killed.”

Eugene Leigh were shipped yesterday to De- 
troit, where they will be sold in the paddock at 
Highland Park Saturday, June 11, at 12 o’clock :

After the second race Tully Coulter overheard 
a remark that Clawson sat still on Lucy Belle 
until almost half way down the stretch. “He 
probably rode to orders,” said Coulter. “I 
didn’t think I had Firenzi or anything of that 
sort so I told my boy to run away with the race 
if he could. I suppose Williams thought he 
had one that could dry up the track when cut 
loose, so he told his boy to sit still until he got 
into the stretch, and then run over anything 
that might be in front of him.”

Frohsinn ran a rattling 
good race on Saturday, and the only regret was 
that Simms did not go to work on him sooner. 
The moment Simms cut the colt with the whip 
he leaped by Kingdon and Counselor Wernberg 
as though they were tied to the post. He 
showed a lot of speed in the last furlong, and is 
unquestionably a colt of courage. He improves 
with every race, and will be a dangerous factor 
even to Jean Beraud at six furlongs.— New 
York World. 

Jean Bereaud’s easy victory in the Hudson 
Stakes on Saturday materially strengthens his 
claims to greatness. His people admitted that 
the cough from which he has been suffering 
since his trip from Morris Park had proved a 
setback, yet he won in more decisive style than 
in any previous race that he has won. If a sick 
horse can win from a good field, as he did on 
Saturday, in a gallop, after making all the run- 
ning, what can be expected of him when at his 
best?— New York Journal. 

Enquirer — The Blazeface betting question 
was referred to Barney Schreiber, who is book- 
ing in the St. Louis ring.
